Two comedians walk 
into a political rally ...

Three days before hotly contested national 
elections, Jon Stewart and Stephen Colbert 
drew tens of thousands of people to the Na- 
tional Mall on Saturday with a blend of jokes 
and music meant to counter some of the an- 
ger and fear they see in the country 

The Rally to Restore Sanity and/or Fear, 
with barbs pointed at popular culture, politi- 
cians and especially cable TV news— was an 
attempt to coax Americans back to a more 
civil way of disagreeing. 

“This is not ... to suggest that times are 
not difficult and that we have nothing to 
fear. They are and we do,” Stewart said as he 
turned serious in his closing remarks. “But 
we live now in hard times, not end times. We 
can have animus and not be enemies.” 

He lambasted the cable TV news mental- 
ity that amplifies outrageous statements, 
stokes fear and seeks out confrontation, 
singling out the left-wing media for equating 
Tea Partiers with racists and the right-wing

media for “the inability to distinguish terror- 
ists from Muslims.” 

“The press can hold its magnifying glass 
up to our problems,” he said. “Or they can 
use that magnifying glass to light ants on fire. 
... The press is our immune system. If they 
overreact to everything, we get sicker.” 

The message struck a chord with the large 
throng of people; the National Park Ser- 
vice no longer provides official estimates of 
crowds, but the National Mall was densely 
packed with many tens of thousands of peo- 
ple. 


The rally took on a festive air, with many 
wearing costumes and carrying irrever- 
ent signs. Among the signs: “Give please a 
chance,” “Stir Peanut Butter, Not Anger” 
and “Does this sign make my butt look big?” 

The OJays sang their ’70s hit, “Love 
Train.” Actor Sam Waterston read a satiric 
poem about a man who refused to be scared, 
who would not share in “the panic over His- 
panics,” and ended up killed by a bear. 

Other entertainers included Sheryl Crow, 
Ozzy Osbourne, the Roots and actor Don 
Novello, who portrayed Father Guido Sar- 
ducci, a character from “Saturday Night 
Live” in the 1970s and 1980s. 

With its blend of music and jokes, the 
rally tapped into a growing trend in which 
entertainment and popular culture blend 
with politics. One out of 10 Americans now 
gets his or her latest headlines straight from 
Stewart’s “Daily Show,” according to a sum- 
mer poll by the non-partisan Pew Research 
Center.

Supreme Court justices will meet “Resi- 
dent Evil 4” on Tuesday in a divisive free 
speech case that’s rated M for mature. 

Eleven states, including Florida and 
Texas, have joined California in urging the 
court to uphold a law that bans the sale 
of violent video games to minors. These 
states say that young people need moral 
and psychological protection. 

But in an intriguing political split, eight 
states— including Washington and South 
Carolina— want California’s law buried. 
The interstate conflict foreshadows a pro- 
vocative debate Tuesday, though the judi- 
cial odds seem to favor unfettered video 
gaming. 

“I’d be surprised if the court ... upholds 
the California statute,” said Peter Edel- 
man, a professor at Georgetown Universi- 
ty Law Center. “Maybe the court won’t be 
unanimous, but it would be a major depar- 
ture if they hold it constitutional.” 

The hourlong oral argument Tuesday 
morning and subsequent court decision 
will move beyond the $10 billion-a-year 
video game industry If the Supreme Court 
sides with California’s law, the ruling could 
invite restrictions on books, movies and 
the Internet in general. 

“Restricting access to video games 
would ... deprive game developers and 
those who play their games of a critical 
instrument for expressing and exercising 
their creativity” Theodore Olson, who was 
the solicitor general during the George W 
Bush administration, declared in a brief 
filed for Microsoft. 

Microsoft, among many others, has 
money as well as principles at stake. The 
Washington state-based corporate giant 
developed the Xbox and Xbox 360 video 
game consoles. It also developed big-selling 
games, such as “Halo,” that could feel the 
chill from the case called Schwarzenegger v 
Entertainment Merchants Association. 

Schwarzenegger is California Gov Ar- 
nold Schwarzenegger, who made his Holly- 
wood bones starring in ultra-violent make- 
believe flicks such as “Conan the Barbarian” 
and the “Terminator” series. Now, though, 
he’s the titular defender of the state law that 
passed in 2005 but never has taken effect.

Honestly, better 
than Foursquare 

I was on Foursquare before most people even heard of Foursquare. I 
loved being mayor of multiple venues and took the game seriously 

A few months ago I stopped playing for the most part. The service 
often was down and cheaters began to take the fun out of it. 

And then the other night, someone I know on Facebook and 
94 others checked in to that storm of the century that’s been all over 
the news. ^p. The “Great Lakes Cyclone” was the most popular 
venue on Foursquare. 

It’s bad enough that you can’t check in to a storm, but even worse 
it was created on the North Side of Chicago when the storm was in 
North Dakota. 

Cheaters! 

At that point, I was done. I was done before, but this sealed the 
deal for me. 

All good. I’ve found the next big thing, SCVNGR (sounds like 
scavenger). Like Foursquare, it’s location-based. Using an iPhone or 
Android-powered phone, you check in to places but you do challenges 
to earn points such as posting a comment about a location or taking a 
photo. And there are Treks based on cities. For example, a Taco Trek 
requires you to visit ii spots for tacos across the city 

SCVNGR reminds me of a young Foursquare but so much better. 
The site is stable and the GPS is accurate. When you try to check 
in somewhere and you’re too far away, you’re denied access. That’s a 
good thing. 

As an early adopter. I’m constantly looking for friends to play along 
with. I might have some company soon. Last month, the Chicago 
Office of Tourism and more than 50 Chicago companies joined the 
excitement. From Wdw Bao, where taking a certain kind of photo 
earns you points toward free food, to Wormhole Coffee in Wicker 
Park, there are plenty of ways to play and be rewarded for doing so. 

The toughest places to use SCVNGR to its fullest potential and 
earn the most points are at places you’re in and out of Sure, you can 
earn one point just for checking in— that takes no time at all— but 
you can earn many more by taking photos and doing other things. 
That can be a little challenging when you go to Starbucks or the 
bank— although you probably don’t want to be snapping too many 
photos at a bank. 

While Foursquare still has honest players, it’s getting harder for 
those honest people to enjoy the game because of people checking in 
to storms and traffic Hghts. The worst part is Foursquare doesn’t have 
a problem with it— they encourage users to be creative. But there’s a 
fine Hne between creativity and dishonesty 

So if you want to get in on the ground floor and try something 
fun, download SCVNGR. You can read more about it online too at 
scvngr.com. And when you sign up, search for me.

Megan Duskey was 
looking forward to a 
Saturday night out in 
Chicago with some of 
her best friends.

Pessetto, a friend of Duskey’s from childhood 
who had stepped away from the stairwell mo- 
ments before Duskey fell.

“I couldn’t even understand what they were 
saying,” Pessetto said. “Then someone said 
{Megan} fell.” 

A cousin of Duskey had raced down the 
stairs and was holding Duskey’s body when

firefighters arrived, Pessetto said. Later, they 
noticed a mark on the cousin’s arm where fire- 
fighters had pulled her away from Duskey 

“{The cousin] just said, ‘She’s gone.’ She 
knew she was gone,” Pessetto said. 

The fall took place at 10:30 p.m., bring- 
ing an end to the ball just hours after it had 
begun. 

The party which had been set to run until 
2 a.m. with more than 2,000 guests, included 
reserved tables that cost more than $1,000 


apiece. Duskey and her group, which included 
a cousin, a college roommate and other close 
friends, got tickets from a friend whose com- 
pany had paid for a table, Pessetto said. 

“We were excited. It was a party in Chica- 
go,” said Pessetto, her eyes red from crying as 
she sat in the living room of her parents’ house 
a few doors down from the Duskey family in 
south suburban Crete. “There was nothing 
going on around here {in Crete}.” 

Duskey taught special education classes at 


Bright Elementary School, 10740 S. Calhoun 
Ave. Crisis counselors will be at the Ear South 
Side school Monday Chicago Public Schools 
spokeswoman Monique Bond said. 

Duskey loved children and talked constant- 
ly about her preschool students at Bright, Pes- 
setto said. 

“She just loved kids,” Pessetto said. “She 
didn’t always know what she wanted to do. 
But she always worked with kids, so {teach- 
ing} was just natural.” 


Jesse Jackson expresses solidarity with Jewish community after bomb threat

The Rev Jesse Jackson and a North Side rabbi 
met Sunday in a show of solidarity after pack- 
ages containing explosives bound for differ- 
ent Jewish houses of worship in Chicago were 
intercepted overseas. 

“The fact is that while synagogues here 
in Chicago were targeted, the reality is that 


when a house of worship is under threat in 
this country, all houses of worship are threat- 
ened,” said Anshe Emet’s Rabbi Michael Sie- 
gel. “This is a time for solidarity” 

The rabbi said federal agents came by the 
Conservative Jewish synagogue in Lakeview 
on Eriday night, though he didn’t know if his 
synagogue was one of the targets. 


On Sunday morning, Jackson stopped at 
the synagogue and spoke to the congregation. 

“We went by the temple just to share our 
concern {and} the sense of anxiety driven by 
the fact there was a bomb headed this way” 
Jackson said. 

Jackson said he chose to visit Siegel’s syna- 
gogue because it may have been targeted by 


the terrorists. 

The gathering, Jackson pointed out, could 
have been a “mourning service” instead. 

“We cannot be casual about the fact that 
somebody planned to kill some people,” Jack- 
son said. “They got caught, but they planned 
to kill some people. They planned to kill some 
Jews.”

He later 
took some questions from local TV report- 
ers, and, as he left the restaurant about 10:22 
a.m., the president called out, “Everybody, 
remember to vote!”

7 hostages at church 
killed in Iraq standoff 


□ BAGHDAD Iraqi security forces stormed a Catholic 
church Sunday where gunmen were holding worship- 
pers hostage, ending the hours-long standoff, police offi- 
cials said Sunday 

At least seven hostages were killed in the incident. An- 
other 20 people were wounded, the officials said. Eight sus- 
pects were arrested. 

Survivors of the ordeal said they were just about to begin 
Sunday night services when the gunmen entered the church, 
according to Martin Chulov, a journalist for the U.K.-based 
Guardian newspaper who was on the scene. About 50 peo- 
ple were inside the church at the time, and a priest ushered 
them into a back room. 

At one point, one of the gunmen entered the room and 
threw an unidentified explosive device inside, causing some 
casualties, Chulov said. 

The gunmen seized the hostages after attacking the 
Baghdad Stock Market, in the central part of the Iraqi 
capital, earlier Sunday, police said. Four armed men en- 
tered the nearby Sayidat al-Nejat church after clashing 
with Iraqi security forces trying to repel the stock market 
attack. 

The gunmen were demanding that the Iraqi government 
release a number of detainees and prisoners inside Iraqi 
prisons, saying the Christian hostages would be freed in re- 
turn, according to the police officials. 

Iraqi security forces sealed off the area surrounding the 
church, the officials said, and buildings were evacuated of

civilians as precautionary measures. At least 13 hostages, in- 
cluding two children, managed to escape ahead of the secu- 
rity operation, police said. 

The Iraqi authorities ordered the attackers to release the 
hostages and to turn themselves in, warning that they would 
storm the church if they do not comply 

A large firefight followed by several explosions preceded 
the hostages’ release, Chulov said.

Iowa to NCAA: Hoops 
recruits met Ashton, Demi 


Universities normally are more than 
happy to have celebrities parade around 
the sidelines of football games. Every 
time a TV camera lands on a famous 
face, it’s free publicity 

But when stars get caught up in re- 
cruiting, that’s publicity that schools 
can do without. 

On Sunday, The Des Moines Regis- 
ter reported that the University of Iowa 
had admitted to recruiting violations 
involving Ashton Kutcher and his wife, 
Demi Moore. 

According to documents filed with 
the NCAA, Iowa athletic officials said 
they allowed two prep recruits to meet 
the film stars during a home football 
game in September. The Register said 
it obtained the report under the state’s 
public records law 

The NCAA does not allow high 
school recruits to have contact with 
individuals considered to represent a 
university’s athletic interests because 


of the potential influence boosters can 
have on recruiting. 

Iowa officials said they are waiting on 
the NCAA’s response to the report. In 
the meantime, they assert that the vio- 
lations should be considered inadver- 
tent contact and, therefore, secondary 
violations. 

Although the recruits’ names were 
not on the records obtained by The 
Register, published reports have quoted 
Josh Oglesby a senior at Cedar Rapids 
Washington High School, and Marcus 
Paige, a junior at Linn-Mar High School, 
as saying they met Kutcher and Moore 
on Sept. II at the lowa-Iowa State game. 

Oglesby has announced his verbal 
commitment to Iowa. Paige has not 
made a verbal commitment; in addition 
to Iowa, he is being recruited by Illi- 
nois, Michigan and Minnesota, among 
other schools. In Division I, bas- 
ketball players can sign letters of 
intent beginning Nov. lo.

MY DAY 

How the city’s newest steakhouses 
fit into an already crowded scene 

By Lisa Arnett 

When a trio of steakhouses opened their doors in River 



North this year, we couldn’t help but ask: Why, oh why, 
do we need another steakhouse? From the wood-paneled 
walls and cigar smoke-laden past of classics such as Gene 
& Georgetti to more contemporary entries like David 
Burke’s Primehouse to Brazilian steakhouses like Fogo 
de Chao slicing off unlimited portions, it seems like we 
have plenty of meat to go around. 

But believe it or not, Chicago doesn’t belong to the U.S. region 
that consumes the most steak. Out of the 887 million servings of 
steak Americans ate from Sept, i, 2009 to Aug. 31, the Southern 
U.S. —which, yes, includes Texas— has us beat by 17 percent, ac- 
cording to market research company the NPD Group. 

Statistics don’t trump our long relationship with steak, 
though. “You go back to the days of the stockyards; there’s al- 
ways been an association of the Midwest with beef,” says Eric 
Giandelone, director of food service research at Mintell, a global 
consumer and market research organization. Chicago being a 
major financial center also fuels steakhouses, seen not only as 
special-occasion spots but also as “the accepted place of busi- 
ness” for wining and dining clients, he says. And in a dining scene 
of cycling trends, the steakhouse is classic. 

This year’s crop of steakhouses have plenty in common. All 
three are owned by men. None of them does that elaborate at- 
the-table schpeal showcasing each cut of plastic-wrapped meat. 
They all serve USDA prime beef and each menu foUows roughly 
the same traditional format: seafood-heavy appetizers, then 
steaks, plus huge family-style side dishes served a la carte. So 
what does set them apart? Read on for the beefy truth. 


Benny’s Chop House 

444 N. Wabash Ave. 312-626-2444 
Opened: April 1 

Steak philosophy: Tons of choices. There are wet-aged, dry-aged, 
regular and bone-in cuts, plus all-natural USDA prime steaks. 
Sticking to just one kind of aging would be “like going into a cup- 
cake shop and only offering chocolate,” says director of operations 
Mitchell Schmieding. Natural steaks come from farm-raised cattle 
that eat not just grass but whatever greens are in season, from 
clover to alfalfa. “If [a cow] eats grasses once they’re gray and dry, 
that’s what it’s going to taste like,” he says. 

Preparation: A dash of salt and pepper before hitting the grill for 
those tell-tale crisscross marks. The owners: Benny Siddu, owner 
of Italian restaurant Volare, and Vince Naccarato, once-owner of 
cookware company Wilton Enterprises. 

Must-try steak: The all-natural filet ($34.99 for 7-ounce, $42.99 
for 10-ounce), which has more marbling (which, most say, equals 
more flavor) than its grain-fed counterparts. “We’ve had ... blind 
taste-testing with the staff, and hands down, natural has won every 
time,” Schmieding says. 

Most traditionai steakhouse quaiity: Massive wine lockers 

Least traditionai quaiities: The surprising lack of booths (only 
four in the whole place) and contemporary appetizers such as foie 
gras with forest mushrooms, crispy pork belly and huckleberries. 

Biggest steak: 32-ounce porterhouse ($79.99) 

Did you know? Despite Benny’s fancy vibe, there’s no dress code. 
“More often than not we’ll have guests walk in ... and say. Are we 
dressed OK to eat in here?’ ” Schmieding says. “You can come off 
the golf course; you can be in your Bears jersey; you can be in 
shorts.” 


Chicago Cut 
Steakhouse 

300 N. La Salle St 312-329-1800 
Opened: Sept. 20 

Steak philosophy: Steaks are dry-aged 
on-site for 35 to 40 days. Beef is raised 
by four ranchers in Nebraska and 
Kansas who specialize in cattle for dry- 
aging, a process that removes water 
from the meat to intensify the flavor. 
“You have an essence of earthiness or 
nuttiness to the steak,” says co-owner 
David Flom. “Traditionally dry-aging is 
something that came from Europe and 
a lot of the New York steakhouses.” 

Preparation: Seasoned with sea salt 
and fresh-ground black pepper and 
caramelized to a golden-brown crust 
on a 1,800-degree charbroiler. 

The owners: David Flom opened 
Rosebud Steakhouse with owner Alex 
Dana and also served as wine buyer 
for the Rosebud group; Matt Moore 
served as beverage director at Smith & 
Wollensky before moving on to work 
at Rosebud Steakhouse and Rosebud 
Prime. 

Must-try steak: The 24-ounce bone- 
in filet mignon ($51), aka the “Chicago 
cut,” the restaurant’s namesake. “We 
actually shave the bone so the marrow 
is exposed, and then once the meat 
starts cooking, the cook will go in and 
actually brush the marrow on top of 
the meat to enhance the flavor.” 

Most traditional steakhouse quality: 

Myriad wine options 

Least traditional qualities: Floor-to- 
ceiling windows flooding the whole 
place with sunshine and wine lists dis- 
tributed via iPads 

Biggest steak: 55-ounce double-cut 
bone-in ribsteak ($90) 

Did you know? Chicago Cut’s butcher- 
style steak knives are custom-made in 
Germany and feature a straight edge to 
slice through the meat rather than the 
traditional serrated edge, which actu- 
ally tears the meat, bleeding out some 
of the flavor, Flom says.

All Chicago’s a stage 


Rather than film “The Vo V’— a romantic 
drama starring Channing Tatum and Rachel 
McAdams —entirely in Chicago, which is 
where the movie is based, the cast and crew 
shot the movie in Toronto and wrapped up 
last week with a three-day shoot in Chicago 
to capture some of the ckfs iconic images. 

(Tatum and McAdams were seen filming 
under The Bean in Millennium Park.) 

This might have bothered the Chicago 
Film Office in the past— it did when the 
Oscar-winning movie “Chicago” chose to 
shoot in Toronto— but not this year. The city 
already has hosted six TV pilots, the Ron 
Howard-directed “The Dilemma” and that 
one sequel about the robots in disguise. 

“It’s definitely been one of the best years 
we’ve had,” said Rich Moskal, director of the 
Chicago Film Office. 

The virus outbreak thriller “Contagion” be- 
gan shooting in the Chicago area two weeks 


ago (they’ve filmed at the Shedd Aquarium, 
Crimson Lounge and the Chicago Board of 
Trade) and is expected to keep the cameras 
rolling here through mid-December. 

The story takes place in several U.S. cities 
and towns, including Chicago. According to 
Moskal, one of the reasons many Chicago 
suburbs will be used is because they’ll be 
doubling as various cities and towns across 
the country 

The movie is heavy on A-listers (Vlatt 
Damon, Kate Winslet, Jude Law, Gwyneth 
Paltrow, Laurence Fishburne), but it could be 
a challenge to get a glimpse of them in action. 
Unlike “Transformers 3,” which closed down 
some of Chicago’s busiest streets, “Conta- 
gion” will film mostly inside. 

When asked which projects will be filming in 
Chicago next, Moskal responded, “Nothing is 
for sure yet. But there’s interest without ques- 
tion.”
